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COUNTY HOME R U L E - 
What is it? What difference 
wou ld it make? 
These q u estions are being 
asked with sp ecial seriou sness 
in at least 11 Illinois cou nties, 
each of which faces a local ref­ 
erendu m on the q u estion on 
March 21. 
, 
They also are heard in the 
o ther co unties o f the state as 
citizens watch these special 
electio ns and co nsider the 
po ssibility o f a v o ters’ deci­ 
sion in their own area so me­ 
time in the mo nths ahead. 
A series of fou r colu mns de­ 
scribing the major featu res of 
cou nty home ru le will be p u b­ 
lished in The Telegrap h, start­ 
ing Monday . 
The colu mns hav e been p re­ 
p ared by the staff members and 
research associates of the Cen­ 
ter for Gov ernmental Stu dies at 
Northern Illinois Univ ersity in 
DeKalb and are edited and dis­ 
tribu ted by the NIU News Bu ­ 
reau . They detail the natu re of 
home ru le p owers, the role of a 
cou nty chief ex ecu tiv e officer 
and the changing role of the 
cou nty in other American 
states. 
The referenda are being 
held in DeKalb, DuPag e, Ful­ 
to n, Kane, Lake, Lee, Peo ria, 
Ro ck Island, St. Clair, Taze­ 
well and Winnebag o Co un­ 
ties, acco rding to a recent 
NIU surv ey . 
These elections are a conse­ 
q u ence of p rov isions in Illinois’ 
new 19 70 constitu tion. The con­ 
stitu tion p rov ides that cou nties 
may assu me home ru le p owers 
at the op tion of local v oters. 
Basically , home ru le is a sy s­ 
tem for increasing the legal 
rights and p owers of u nits of lo­ 
cal gov ernment. Under Illinois’ 
p rev iou s constitu tion, local 
gov ernments had no p owers ex ­ 
cep t those sp edifically granted 
to them by the General Assem­ 
bly . Home ru le p rov ides mu ch 
broader au thority to the local 
u nits. 
The co ncept is no t really 
unfamiliar. All Illino is mu­ 
nicipalities o v er 25 ,0 0 0 hav e 
had ho me rule since the new 
state co nstitutio n went into 
effect last July 1. The po wers 
that wo uld be g ranted to 
co unties are similar. 
Still, there is a significant dif­ 
ference. Cou nties in Illinois tra­ 
ditionally hav e p lay ed a v ery 
limited gov ernmental role. Mu ­ 
nicip alities—that is, the cities 
and v illages—in contrast al­ 
way s hav e been more comp re­ 
hensiv e u nits of gov ernment. 
Granting home ru le p owers to 
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home ru le: 
“ The co mmittee believ es 
lo cal g o v ernment sho uld be 
streng thened because it is 
clo ser to the peo ple it serv es 
than are o ther fo rms o f g o v ­ 
ernment, and, as a result, o n 
balance is likely to be mo re 
respo nsible to the citizenry , 
mo re sensitiv e to co mmunity 
needs and mo re efficient and 
effectiv e in meeting tho se 
needs.’’ 
The committee also noted 
that ov er half of the American 
states already had p rov ided 
home ru le for at least some of 
their local gov ernmental u nits. 
The home ru le issu e is tied to 
another, that of the cou nty chief 
ex ecu tiv e officer. The p rov i­ 
sions of Article VII, the local 
gov ernmental article of Illinois’ 
19 70 Constitu tion, grant home 
ru le p owers only to those cou n­ 
ties which hav e a chief ex ecu ­ 
tiv e form of organization. At 
the time of the adop tion of the 
constitu tion, only Cook Cou nty 
q u alified. 
The referendum ballo t will, 
therefo re, po se this co m­ 
bined questio n: “ Shall the 
co unty o f Lee beco me a ho me 
rule co unty and establish the 
co unty ex ecutiv e fo rm o f g o v ­ 
ernment?’’ 
Constitu tional Conv ention 
delegates ex p lained this du al 
p rov ision by argu ing that the 
chief ex ecu tiv e officer form 
wou ld help cou nties act “effec­ 
tiv ely , efficiently and fairly .” A 
chief ex ecu tiv e officer wou ld 
p lay the role of a new kind of 
“cou nty may or.” 
Au thors of forthcoming arti­ 
cles inclu de Dr. James M. Ban- 
ov etz, Dr. Dav id Scott, Allan G. 
Wantroba and Dav id R. Beam. 
Bano v etz is the Directo r o f 
No rthern’s Center fo r Go v ­ 
ernmental Studies.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Nix on talked to Chinese 
Premier Chou En-lai while in 
Peking last week abou t Viet­ 
nam p eace p rosp ects and p os­ 
sible freedom for American 
p risoners of war, an adminis­ 
tration sou rce say s. 
The sou rce chatted with re­ 
p orters Wednesday only on con­ 
dition that he not be named. 
Bu t the Boston Globe, which 
did not attend the briefing, 
identified the official as Dr. 
Henry A. Kissingr, Nix on’s 
chief national-secu rity adv iser. 
The official was asked if Nix ­ 
on and other Americans had 
sou ght the good offices of the 


Chinese in help ing resolv e Viet­ 
nam p roblems, inclu ding the 
POW q u estion. 
He rep lied that the Ameri­ 
cans stated their p oint of v iew. 
Asked if the Chinese said noth­ 
ing on the top ics, the sou rce de­ 
clined to discu ss the su bject 
fu rther. 
The sou rce su ggested there 
will be a p u blic annou ncement 
within two or three weeks 
abou t Chinese-American agree­ 
ment on a third cou ntry where 
they will establish continu ing 
dip lomatic contact far short of 
formal state relations. 
The third cou ntry , he emp ha­ 
sized will not be Poland, where 
American and Chinese rep re­ 
sentativ es hav e met p eriod­ 


ically for a nu mber of y ears. 
There has been sp ecu lation that 
Canada wou ld be the p rime 
choice. 
Actu ally , the official said, 
there is little of ov erwhelming 
significance that is likely to be 
accomp lished immediately . 
Howev er, 
he 
emp hasized, 
Americans ex p ect the third- 
cou ntry contact p oint to be 
v ery activ e, p articu larly as an 
av enu e for carry ing ou t p eop le- 
to-p eop le ex changes in science, 
technology , cu ltu re, sp orts, and 
jou rnalism which both Nix on 
and Chou p romised to facilitate 
in their Su nday commu niq u e is­ 
su ed in Shanghai. 
The third-cou ntry 
channel 
also is ex p ected to be u sed to 


p romote trade between the two 
nations. 
The commu niq u e said the 
United States and China will 
keep in close tou ch throu gh 
v ariou s channels. These will in­ 
clu de occasionally sending sen­ 
ior U.S. rep resentativ es to Pe­ 
king “for concrete consu ltations 
to fu rther the normalization of 
relations between the two cou n­ 
tries.” 
This was described by the of­ 
ficial as an op tion for the con­ 
du ct of seriou s bu siness. He 
su ggested that from time to 
time there may be p oints when 
fu rther p rogress in breaking 
down 22-y ear-old barriers can 
only be accomp lished by direct 
talks with Chou and other Pe- 


king officials. 
The officiât,“reflecting admin­ 
istration worry that a signifi­ 
cant segment of the v oting p u b­ 
lic might be less than enthu ­ 
siastic abou t the Nix on-Chou 
Shanghai declaration, said that 
if 
Sino-American 
relations 
shou ld take a tu rn for the 
worse—p erhap s throu gh death 
in the aging top leadership 
ranks in Peking—Nix on wou ld 
hav e giv en u p nothing. 
The administration is p articu ­ 
larly sensitiv e to domestic re­ 
action relating to the fu tu re of 
Taiwan. 
The official noted that in the 
commu niq u e on the cu rrent 
stronghold of the National Chi­ 
nese, the mainlanders did not 


inclu de their traditional denu n­ 
ciation of the U.S. treaty com­ 
mitment to Taiwan. 


In v iew of that, he said, Nix ­ 
on and his associates, felt no 
need to reaffirm the longstand­ 
ing commitment in the joint 
statement. 


He p ictu red the Americans as 
being eager to state their v iews 
in p ositiv e rather than negativ e 
way s, knowing the commu niq u e 
wou ld 
be p u blished widely 
throu ghou t the mainland, and 
ax iou s to av oid bu ttressing the 
Commu nist gov ernment’s cold- 
war p ictu re of the United 
States as a belligerant cap ital­ 
ist p ower.

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) 
While most Rep u blicans were 
dishing ou t p raises and con­ 
gratu lations, Democrats lined 
u p solidly today against Gov . 
Richard B. Ogilv ie’s $7.456 -bil- 
lion bu dget for fiscal y ear 1973. 
The gov ernor p resented the 
record bu dget Wednesday be­ 
fore a joint session of the Gen­ 
eral Assembly and within hou rs 
of his noon address the state’s 
leading Democratic officehol­ 
ders began to attack. 
“The sp eech is a p olitical 
docu ment,” said Lt. Gov . Pau l 
Simon, who is seeking the 
Democratic nomination for gov ­ 
ernor. “It was geared to p oliti­ 
cal realities instead of econom­ 
ic realities.” 
Reiterating his op p osition to 
a tax increase, Ogilv ie p ro­ 


claimed that the state has 
weathered its sev ere money 
crisis, called for the Legisla­ 
tu re to redress discrimination 
against the elderly in the p rop ­ 
erty tax and su ggested a mas­ 
siv e bond issu e p rogram for 
cap ital ex p enditu res. 
Simon, a long-time op p onent 
of deficit sp ending, lashed ou t 
sp ecifically at the Ogilv ie p ro­ 
p osal to finance cap ital ex ­ 
p enditu res by issu ing $1.09 bil­ 
lion in general obligation bonds. 
“The state has been handed 
another sp end-now, p ay -later 
bu dget,” he told newsmen. “It 
digs a deep er hole of in­ 
debtedness for each Illinois citi­ 
zen and we are not well serv ed 
by it.” 
The bonding p rop osal wou ld 
p hase ou t the Illinois Bu ilding 


Au thority which in the p ast has 
financed most cap ital constru c­ 
tion throu gh issu ing rev enu e 
bonds. An Ogilv ie aide say s the 
general obligation bond ap ­ 
p roach wou ld sav e the state 
millions of dollars in interest. 
Rep u blican! egislativ eleaders 
p raised the p rop osal, bu t that 
didn’t conv ince the two most 
p owerfu l Democrats in the Gen­ 
eral Assembly —Sen. Cecil Par- 
tee of Chicago, the leader of 
the Senate, and Hou se Minority 
Leader Cly de Choate of Anna. 
The bu dget ‘‘will hau nt state 
tax p ay ers for many , many 
y ears,” the two men said in a 
joint statement. “The money 
(from the bonds) will hav e to 
be p aid back nex t y ear and in 
many following y ears with in­ 
creased tax es.” 


Aside from the bonding p ro­ 
p osal, Ogilv ie’s allocation for 
fu nding elementary and secon­ 
dary edu cation seemed to at­ 
tract the most criticism, with 
State School Su p t. Michael Bak- 
alis, a Democrat, leading the 
way . 
Bakalis charged that the gov ­ 
ernor, althou gh increasing the 
common-school fu nd by $90 mil­ 
lion, 
neglected 
the 
state’s 
school districts, which Bakalis 
said were in sev ere financial 
straits. 
“This bu dget will be fou ght 
ou t in the School Problems 
Commission and it will be 
fou ght ou t in the halls of this 
Legislatu re,” Bakalis declared. 
“The state is forcing local 
school districts into being finan­ 
cially irresp onsible. Local re- 


sou rces cannot handle edu ca­ 
tion any more.” 
Bakalis has recommended an 
increase of $177 million for p ri­ 
mary and secondary school aid, 
a p rop osal which wou ld hav e 
brou ght state contribu tions u p 
to 42 p er cent. 
Generally , Ogilv ie p ainted a 
brighter p ictu re this y ear ov er 
last and said abou t welfare, 
“We met and ov ercame that 
crisis and were able to do so 
withou t a cru el ... cu t that so 
many other states resorted to.” 
The p u blic aid bu dget for 1973 
totals $1.451 billion. 
Among the new p rop osals is 
an allocation of $16 million to 
be u sed as a p rop erty tax cred­ 
it for p ersons ov er 6 5 y ears of 
age. The initiativ e is ex p ected 
to affect elderly homeowners

Ov er the y ears, this has earned 
me the o p p ro briu m o f tho se o n the 
Right who se co ncep t o f co nserv a­ 
tism is so rigid that it will accep t no 
dev iatio n fro m a rigidly set line. 
This rigidity has led to an estrange­ 
ment between tho se who su p p o rt 
y o u r candidacy and so me o f the p eo ­ 
p le they held in the highest esteem— 
Barry Go ldwater and Ro nald Rea­ 
gan, to name bu t two . As a resu lt, we 
are witnessing a serio u s and danger­ 
o u s sp lit in the co nserv ativ e mo v e­ 
ment. 
Yo u r candidacy , I am afraid, has 


tended to calcify attitu des that were 
merely u nbending. It has injected 
amo ng u s a sp irit o f ranco r—fo r 
which y o u are no t resp o nsible—and 
giv en co mfo rt to tho se who rejo ice in 
o u r difficu lties. In the lo ng ru n, it 
can o nly weaken tho se fo rces fight­ 
ing fo r o u r beleagu ered Co nstitu ­ 
tio nal p rincip les. 
Fo r better o r wo rse, the Rep u bli­ 
can Party remains the o nly p o litical 
instru mentality u sefu l to co nserv a­ 
tiv es. Yo u r candidacy can mean that 
hu ndreds o f tho u sands o f Rep u bli­ 
cans will beco me so wedded to their 
rev o lt against the Administratio n 
that, co me electio n day , they will 
bitterly sit o n their hands and allo w 
a Demo cratic candidate to win the 
co ntest almo st by defau lt. 


A p ru dent man mu st therefo re 
ask himself if he is ready to trade 
Richard Nix o n fo r an Edmu nd Mu s- 
kie, a Jo hn Lindsay , o r a Hu bert 
Hu mp hrey . At this p o int, it seems 
likely that o ne o f that trio will be the 
Demo cratic Presidential candidate 
and that—with the aid o f the 
media—a camp aign o f u np recedent­ 
ed v iru lence will be lau nched to 
p lace the Miami co nv entio n’s cho ice

Who say s camp u s disco ntent is a 
thing o f the p ast? It has merely ad­ 
v anced to a new p lane o f co nscio u s­ 
ness, o r so mething, ju dging by this 
edito rial which ap p eared in the stu ­ 
dent newsp ap er o f Cu y aho ga Co m­ 
mu nity Co llege in Clev eland, Ohio : 
“Since the fo u nding o f CCC in 
1963 it has beco me v ery ev ident that

WASHINGTON (NEA)— We 
do n’t hav e any firm ev idence that 
Demo cratic v o ters this y ear are go ­ 
ing to p ick a p residential no minee o n 
the basis o f who was “first” againt 
the Vietnam war. Bu t Sen. Geo rge 
McGo v ern thinks they sho u ld and is 
getting stirred u p abo u t it. 
His agitatio n is leading him to at­ 
tack a fello w co ntender, Sen. Ed­ 
mu nd Mu skie. He is o bv io u sly re­ 
sentfu l that the Nix o n administra­ 
tio n’s assau lts o n Mu skie fo r criti­ 
cizing the President’s p eace p ro p o s­ 
als seem to make the Maine senato r 
the to p p eace candidate. 
McGo v ern, o f co u rse, was an ear­ 
ly o p p o nent o f the war. One can 
sy mp athize with him at this mo ­ 
ment. Fo r a y ear, he has been 
charged with being a o ne-issu e can­ 
didate. That’s bad eno u gh. Bu t then 
to hav e the Nix o n cro wd help Mu skie 
take the issu e fro m him! 
So , o n the reco rd to day are Mc­ 
Go v ern’s argu ments that Mu skie, 
alo ng with candidates Hu bert 
Hu mp hrey and Henry Jackso n, is 
right in there with Nix o n himself; 
that Mu skie is o ne o f the “archi­ 
tects” o f Vietnam war p o licy ; that 
Mu skie p ro v ed his incap acity fo r 
leadership by o p p o sing the “p eace 
p lank” in the 1968 Demo cratic p lat­ 
fo rm. 
It’s this last charge that interests 
me the mo st. Only if y o u were fo r the 
p eace p lank, say s McGo v ern, can 
y o u o ffer the credentials o f p u rity as 
an antiwar candidate. 
Well, no w, what did that p lank 
say ? 
On the su bject o f getting o u t o f 
Vietnam: 
“. . . mu tu al withdrawal o f all 
United States fo rces and all No rth 
Vietnamese tro o p s fro m So u th Viet­ 
nam . . . o v er a relativ ely sho rt p eri­ 
o d time.” This matter, by the way , 
to be nego tiated at Paris. 
On U.S. bo mbing: 
“ . . . an u nco nditio nal end to all 
bo mbing o f No rth Vietnam while 
co ntinu ing to p ro v ide in the So u th all 
necessary air and o ther su p p o rt fo r 
American tro o p s.” 
¿That 
langu age natu rally 
has 


meaning o nly when set in co mp ara­ 
tiv e framewo rk. Ho w do es it meas­ 
u re against the wo rding o f the “Ma­ 
jo rity p lank” ado p ted by the 19 6 8 
co nv entio n, after drafting by p ro - 
Hu mp hrey fo rces with a co mp elling 
assist fro m Ly ndo n Jo hnso n? 
The majo rity p lank o n tro o p p u ll- 
o u t: 
“We reject as u naccep table a 
u nilateral w ithdraw al 
. . . We 
stro ngly su p p o rt the Paris talks (to 
nego tiate w ithdraw al). . .” 
On bo mbing: 
“Sto p all bo mbing o f No rth Viet­ 
nam (bu t o nly ) when the actio n 
wo u ld no t endanger the liv es o f o u r 
tro o p s. . . ” 
Only a difference o f to ne thu s 
sep arates the two p lanks o n the p u ll- 
o u t q u estio n. Neither u rges u nilater­ 
al withdrawal. The majo rity p lank 
declares against it o p enly , the p eace 
p lank ju st tu rns it aro u nd and calls 
fo r “mu tu al withdrawal.” 
Is this the cu tting edge o n which 
p residents are to be made o r de­ 
stro y ed? If so , then McGo v ern and 
ev ery o ther do v ish Demo crat sho u ld 
wo rk fo r Richard Nix o n’s re-elec­ 
tio n. Since mid-19 6 9 , he has been en­ 
gaged in the u nilateral withdrawal 
o f o u r Vietnam fo rces, a co u rse no 
p ro minent Demo cratic do v e ev er 
adv o cated thro u gh 19 6 8. The Presi­ 
dent’s actio ns hav e redu ced BOTH 
1968 Demo cratic p lanks to v ery tim- 
idfare. 
As fo r bo mbing, the two p lanks 
agreed air p ro tectio n (inclu ding 
bo mbing) had to be maintained fo r 
the safety o f o u r tro o p s. The majo ri­ 
ty p lank u rged an end to bo mbing o f 
No rth Vietnam o nly when that safe­ 
ty seemed assu red (a halt actu ally 
was called Oct. 30). The p eace p lank 
u sed the wo rd “u nco nditio nal,” bu t 
its p ro p o sal was less sweep ing than 
that so u nds. It really affected o nly 
No rth Vietnam’s area fro m the 17th 
p arallel no rth to the 20th. LBJ had 
sto p p ed bo mbing abo v e the 20th o n 
March 31,19 6 8. 
The p latfo rm fight was merely 
sy mbo lic. The sy mbo ls lo o k frail to ­ 
day . They neither help no r disable 
any candidate.

Dear Dr. Lamb—In a recent 
issue of a medical magazine, 
which was read to a group of 
student nurses, was an article 
describing two children who 
were afflicted with a disease 
that caused them to age prema­ 
turely. They had all of the 
symptoms of old age including 
breakdown of skin and body 
processes, deepening of the 
voice and matured sexual 
organs. Unfortunately, none of 
us can remember the name of 
it. We would appreciate any 
help you might give. 
Dear R eader—I have no way 
of knowing 
what 
m edical 
journal you may have read but 
you are probably referring to 
the disease progeria. This is a 
very rare disease that turns 
infants into old people. Aging 
starts in infancy and suddenly 


you have a little old man. 
Usually these patients die in 
their early teens. Their skin 
will become wrinkled and sag­ 
ging. They will be bald or their 
hair will be gray. Many of them 
die of heart disease. 
There are only about 50 cases 
of this problem recorded in the 
medical literature and they are 
of particular interest because 
they may serve as a model for 
aging. That is, they may give us 
some new clues as to what goes 
wrong in the body’s chemistry 
or the chemistry related to 
heredity that causes 
aging. 
After all, with the more ad­ 
vanced knowledge 
that 
has 
developed 
concerning 
the 
chromosomes and inheritance, 
it is possible that chemical cor­ 
rections can be made. 
The only other problem that 
you might have read about 


which is in any way similar is 
W erner’s 
syndrome. 
This 
disease usually appears for the 
first time in late adolescence 
and then there is rapid aging 
with most of these individuals 
dying at about 40, already with 
the changes we attribute to age. 
These two rare abnormalities 
suggest that there may be a lot 
more to the aging process than 
we have always thought. Aging 
may not be inevitable. If a lot of 
the characteristics of the cells, 
organs and body that we at­ 
tribute 
to 
age 
are 
truly 
chemical changes which can be 
altered then one might suppose 
that a state of perpetual youth 
or early maturity could be 
realized. 
A lot of the things we now call 
aging may simply be disease. 
We have come to accept in our 
society that it is all right for 


older persons to be sick, “ it is 
just part of being old,’’ while in 
fact it may be just as much an 
illness as leukemia in young 
people or rheumatic fever. 
The body 
cells 
are 
very 
complex 
and 
function 
by 
chemical process that appear 
to go awry resulting in the 
changes we call aging, but 
which in point of fact may occur 
decades before true aging 
really should occur.

Dr. Albert Sabin is reported in 
satisfactory condition after un­ 
dergoing open heart surgery at 
Cleveland Clinic. 
Developer of the oral polio

veins from his legs and used 
them to bypass a blocked coro­ 
nary artery during a two-hour 
operation Tuesday.

later described Spragu e’s inter­ 
pretation as “completely in­ 
accu rate.” 
“As clear as I can remem­ 
ber, h e said someth ing like 
th is—‘If y ou ju rors can liv e 
with y ou r consciences u nder 
th e circu mstances, th at’s all 
righ t’,” Rodgers said.

Sex course popular 
at Stanford U. 


STANFORD, Calif. (AP) - 
Human Biology 10, a course on 
human sexuality, is Stanford 
University’s 
most 
popular 
course ever. 
More than 1,000 students are 
enrolled this quarter. 
Dr. Herant Katchadourian 
and fellow psychiatrist Donald 
Lunde teach the four-credit 
course. A Katchadourian lec­ 
ture on sexual intercourse this 
week drew 1,400 enrollees and 
auditons—students attending on 
a noncredit basis. 
Kathadourian said a rising 
veneral disease rate, among 
other things, had indicated a 
glaring lack of sex education 
among Stanford students. 
About 170 students enrolled in 
the initial class in 1968. Enroll­ 
ment jumped to 450 in 1969 and 
now more than 1,000 are regis­ 
tered. 
“ For some 
students 
this 
course is a breeze. For others, 
it is very difficult,” Katchadou­ 
rian said. 
Katchadourian 
said 
most 
“credit for the serious atom- 
osphere must go to the matur­ 
ity and integrity of the stu­ 
dents.” 
He said he tries to be “ very, 
very careful that women are 
not the butt of humor, because 
it has been that way too long.” 
Male anatomy is covered 


first “ because I don’t want this 
to be just one more stage 
show.” 


When discussions of homosex - 
aulity first came up, some stu­ 
dents objected to straight pro­ 
fessors lecturing on the subject. 


Back in Washington after his 
meetings with Chou and Mao 
Tse-tung, the President report­ 
ed that he agreed with the Pe­ 
king leaders on “ some rules of 
international conduct which will 
reduce the risk of confrontation 
in Asia and the Pacific.” 
The two pledged themselves 
to “conduct their relations on 
the principles of respect for 
sovereignty and territorial in­ 
tegrity of all states, nonaggres­ 
sion against other states, nonin­ 
terference in the internal af­ 
fairs of other states, equality 
and mutual benefit and peace­ 
ful coexistence.” 
Those are, word for word, the 
same “ five principles of coex­ 
istence” that were much in the 
news 17 years ago when Chou 
represented China at an Asian- 
African conference in Bandung, 
Indonesia. Chou was a chief ad­ 
vocate there of the five prin­ 
ciples. 
Only a short time before the 


Bandung meeting, Chou had 
met in India with Prime Minis­ 
ter Jawaharlal Nehru. Both en­ 
dorsed those same “ five prin­ 
ciples of peaceful coexistence.” 
They also agreed that the 
United States was a colonialist 
menace to Asia. That was sev­ 
en or eight years before China 
and India went to war over 
their border dispute. Their rela­ 
tions remain bad to this day. 
Chou 
made 
his 
remarks 
about eagerness for peace with 
the United States at a time 
when Red China was weak. It 
had not recovered from the up­ 
heavals that followed the revo­ 
lution. Also, it had spent much 
energy and resources at war 
against 
the 
Americans 
in 
Korea. It was in a poor situ­ 
ation to invite risks. 
Today the Chinese again are 
in no situation to take risks. 
They have not recovered from 
the three violent years of the 
cultural revolution that turned 
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the 
party 
and 
government 
structure inside out in a vast 
purge. That purge has been 
succeeded by others, the most 
recent of which struck at the 
highest levels, toppling Lin 
Piao, the defense minister and 
Mao’s assigned heir. His fall 
seemed directly concerned with 
resistance to the idea of receiv­ 
ing the U.S. president on Chi­ 
nese soil. 
True, China doesn’t want to 
go to war with the United 
States. Since Korea it never 
has. Both Mao and Chou have 
said so explicitly. 
But the five principles of co­ 
existence did not preclude an­ 
other sort of conflict. Although 
the principles pledged China to 
stay out of others’ affairs, 
China 
was, 
for 
example, 
directly involved in Indonesia 
in a 1965 Communist attempt to 
take over that vast island na­ 
tion. The attempt blew up be­ 
cause of miscalculations and 


resulted in the destruction of a 
Chinese-oriented party. 
The five principles did not 
dissuade Peking from support­ 
ing, as it still does, “ Thai Pa­ 
triotic Front,” a “ Malaysian 
Liberation League,” and other 
such organizations with head­ 
quarters in China. The prin­ 
ciples did not stop Peking from 
sending logistic support, labor 
troops and munitions to Laos 
and Vietnam or from inter­ 
fering in Cambodia’s internal 
politics, nor from actively sup­ 
porting violent Maoists in India 
and Burma. 
Perhaps Red China’s support 
of violence externally was dic­ 
tated by fear of the United 
States. The idea of a U.S. mili­ 
tary disengagement from the 
mainland could provide Peking 
with an opportunity to uphold 
the five principles. 
But some will recall uneasily 
that when the Chinese-domi­ 
nated Indonesian party suffered 


its debacle, Peking’s response 
was to declare that the In­ 
donesia party “ learned with 
profound understanding the in­ 
evitable truth of the great lead­ 
er Chairman Mao that political 
power grows out of the barrel 
of a gun.” 
In view of the experience of 


Indonesia and India, to say 
nothing of other Asian coun­ 
tries, there will be some specu­ 
lation about Peking’s future in­ 
tentions, and, in the West, 
about how much of the current 
Chinese attitude is dictated by 
tactics and present urgent ne­ 
cessities.
